W ells, the veteran tarllT reformer, has 
subm itted a leng thy report to Secretary 
Carlisle in answer to his request for an 
"opinion as to the expediency, from « 
strictly revenue ¡mint of view, of m ain­ 
taining or chang ing the present internal 
revenue taxes on distilled spirits, m alt 
liquors and tobacco.” 
W ells’ conclusions are as follows; "The 
wisest fiscal police of the federal govern­ 
ment 
certainly for the im m ediate future 
-—would seem to lie to impose the m axi­ 
mum of taxation on distilled spirits, fer­ 
m ented liquors and tobacco that will not 
create In face of efficient adm inistration 
and severe ¡letmlties undue tem ptations 
for revenue evasions. 
“ In the case of distilled spirits, on which 
the existing rate under the m ost favora­ 
ble condition* of production is alw ays in 
excess of 300 per cent, of their first cost 
or taxable unit, this seems to have been 
absolutely ignoren; but as the experience 
of recent years show s that the revenue 
from this source is increasing in a ratio 
equal to or in excess of the increase of 
population—and the am ount of illicit pro­ 
duct com parative.y sm all—any chang e in 
the present tax would seem clearly inexpe­ 
dient. 
On the other hand, iu the case of 
fermented m alt liquors and tobacco the 
existin g taxes are far below the safe line 
of expediency, and m ig ht he advanced— 
i. e., to the extent of #1 per thirty-one g al­ 
lons, or one-fifth of a cent on the half pint 
—in respect to the former, and the latter 
at least to the rate imposed iu IM82. 
“ The existin g custom s duties on the 
im ports of spirits, ferm ented liquors and 
tobacco are exceeding ly 
high 
and ah 
surtily disproportionate 
to 
the 
corre­ 
sponding internal revenue taxes on the 
sam e and can undoubtedly be modified to 
some extent to the advantag e of the reve­ 
nue. 
One efb et of the m aintenance of our 
excessively high duties on imported spirits 
is that a g reater opportunity is offered to 
comhiuatious (irusts) 
of 
dom estic pro­ 
ducers to advance the price to dom estic 
consum éis, and another is that they en ­ 
courag e the dom estic m anufacture from 
cheaper m aterials of im itations of foreign 
spirits.” 
W ells’ estim ates that by the chang es he 
proposes the internal revenue from fer­ 
mented liquors would lie increased from 
iFi2,dot),000 to #64,000,000 and from tobacco 
#3*2,OOU,<VO to #¿ 0,000,000. 
Also that 
the 
custom s revenue from Imported spirits, 
wines and beer w ould Ik* increased from 
#0,000,000 to #10,000,1 oo and from tobacco 
from #13,(00,000 to #16,000,000. 
The aggre- 
ate receipts from internal revenue taxes 
and custom s duties on these three com ­ 
m odities he thus estim ates, would be in­ 
creased from #15» 1,000,000, to #245,000,000. 
"It is therefore obvious,” he says, “ that 
from taxes judiciously imposed on three 
com m odities or branches of industry, the 
federal governm ent can at the present 
tim e certainly, econom ically, ami with 
leas burden ami disturbance to it» people 
than by any other form of levy, collect an 
annual revenue sufficient to defray all of 
its ordinary expenditures, including inter­ 
ests on all its debts and have in addition 
an annual surplus of near #5U,0dO,<HJ U.”
